Notice of Nondiscrimination Rights and Protections to Beneficiaries 
Federal “Title Vi/Nondiscrimination” Protections 


The Old Colony Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) operates its programs, services, and activities in compliance with federal 
nondiscrimination laws including Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 (Title VI), the Civil Rights Restoration Act of 1987, and related statutes and 
regulations.

Likewise, the Old Colony MPO complies with the Governor’s Executive Order 526, 
section 4 requiring all programs, activities, and services provided, performed, licensed, chartered, funded, regulated, or contracted for by the state 
shall be conducted without unlawful discrimination based on race, color, age, gender, ethnicity, sexual orientation, gender identity or expression, 
religion, creed, ancestry, national origin, disability, veteran's status (including Vietnam-era veterans), or background.

The Old Colony Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) is a program of capital improvements 
and operating assistance for the transportation system in the Old Colony Region. The Old Colony 
TIP lists projects (highway, bridge, and transit) and operational assistance that receive federal 
funds, and may list some projects that do not receive federal funds.
